ONE SALOON  GIVES UP FIGHT.

Oithers Wil Have to If Malet Law is
Rigidly Enforeed.

County  Attorney Killpack yesterday
morning notifled the legal representative of
the Manhatian saloon on Hroadway, near
Main street, that the place would elther
hnve to close or comply with the mulet law,
After some conslderation of the chances of
the place to make It go under the restric-
tlona of the law, while all the other saloons
of the city are running in violation of
nearly every provision of the law, the own-
ory of the Manhattan concluded to glve up
tbe ghost, For business reasons the own-
ers of the Manhattan cannot carry the war
Into Egypt, but it Is sald that the county
Atlorney contemplates the complete en-
forcement of the law againat all saloons.
This, it i thought, would result In a dimin-
ution of the number of saloons and a falling
off in clty revenues tha! would be Keenly
felt.

8o much was decided at the joint meot-
Ing of Jhe general committee and subcom-
mittees having the reception In charge at
the city hall yesterday afternoon.

The guests who come from far and wide
to greet the distingulshed envoy on his re-
turn from Pekin will sit down to a B4
feast without a drop of wioe o sight. This
notion was taken, not because §175 was (oo
miuch to pay for Afty quarts of wine for |
160 people, but because it was thought that |
the progress of the age denlos that wine Is |
the thiug for a banquet. The sentiment |
was that twenty years ago wine might be |
all right for such an occasion, but not
today,

A propotition was made to offer a larger
number of olgars In substitution, but on
account of the women, who also constituted
& consideration In barring out the wine, it
was thought that this would never do,

The banquet wiil be planned for the ac-
commodation of 141 people, sixteen of thess
are to be guests, half women and balfl men.
It was
reported by 1. M. Treynor, secretary of the
general committee, that up to date forty-
nine responses had been received, tar more
then balf the sumber from outside the
elty, but as the city Invitations wers ls-
sued late responses had just begun to come
In and a good number Is expected. In ad-
dition to this there are numbers of Des
Molnes people to be accommodated if there
Is sufcient room left for them, the re-
port being that the attendance from that
clty would be very large. Bo there (s lit-
tle uneasiness ghout the table being well
flled.

Progreas of Conger Party.

Accoridlog to information obtained by I
M. Treymor trom Mr. Orr, private secre-
tary to President Burt of the Unlon Pa-
cific, Mr. Conger met the Council™ Bluffs
party at Ogden yesterday morning and to-
gether they started eastward, rom:hinu'
Cheyrgne last evening and expecting Lo
reach Denver this morning. The greater
part of today, It was expected, would be
spent In Denver, the party leaving there
this afternoon and arriving in Councll
Bluffs about 7 o'clock tomorrow morning.

This brought the conmittee up to the
point of meeting Minister Conger and party
on thelr arrival and after much discussion
it was decided that the party should be
permitted to take breakfast on the car and
alight at the Northwestern depot ahout
£:80, to be escorted from there to the
hotel by the oll soldiers, the Dodge Light
guard, the High sachool cadets ahd any
other organizations that may wish to take
part in the affuir, this being the only op-
portunity of the day for any demonstration
of the kind.

WINE  THE  CONTEST.

Faving Question in the Foarth Warid
Settled that Way,

The clty council last night acted on the
paving question in the Fourth ward by or-
dering the following stréets and avenues
paved with vitrifled brick: Flrat avenue,
from Main street to Elghth street; Willow
avenue, from Sixth to Bighth street; Fifth
avenue, from Main to Eighth street; Sixth
street, from Broadway to Fifth avenue;
Seventh street, from Broadway to Fifth
avenus,

The order carried by a majority vote of
the councll on the assumption that more
than bhaf the property concerned on ecach
streel was represented on the petition for
brick. There were many petitions and
counter petitions for this, that und the
other thing, but Aldermen Boyer, Clark,

that took the position that brick was ahoead
in the contest and accordingly the paving
was ordered, Alderman McDonald held out
againat it and wanted to know who had
passed ou the sufMclency of the petition.
Alderman Lougee was absent.

The contract with B. A. Wickham wns
changed wo that sand insteand of coment
filler will be used on Sixth, Beventh and
Park avenues, now belng paved.

CAN'T ASSESS SO FAR BACK

Treasurer in Limited to Last Three
Yeurn for the Poarpose of Fers
reting Ont Tases,

In  the case of August Beresheim,
guardian of J. B Keeline, in the district
court, Judge Wheeler yesterdny morniug
rendered a decislon In part favorable to
either side of the controversy. The sult
was an appeal from the nction of the
treasiirer In nssessing  property omitted
from assessmente from 1808 to 1000, in-
clusive, and the holding of the court |Is
that the treasurer may make the assess-
ment for the years bhegioning with 1808,
by authority conferred by a section of the
code of 1887, but that he may not make
it for the years prior to that time, for the
reason that the act conferring the author-
Ity must be held not to be retroactive,
elge It nust be held to be unconstitutional.
The amount of taxes Invelved In this case
was  $4000, but the decision is further
resching for the reason |hat there are
eeveral similar cares pending and In ud-
ditton to this all of the assessments by
the treasurer as the result of the work of
the tax ferret, Cunningham, are involved,
the total amount at sinke being a great
many thousand dollars. All of the work of
the ferret has covered 4 period of five
yeare, the presumption being at the outsst

that he and the treasurer might reach
back that far inte the past. Hut as the
law under which the treasurer mels was

passed only thiee years back and as the
court holds that it was not Intended 1o
be and could not be retroactive, ASSCHn-
ments back of that time cannot be made.

‘The court holds that the sole question in
the case Is as to the authority of the treas-
urer (o make the nssessment. Prior to
the adoption of the present code there was
no statuie conferring or attempting to
confer upon the treasurer authority to as-
sess personal property. In the preparation
of the code of 1807, however, the lax
lIaws were reviged and an entirely noew
section was Inserted.  This actlon pro-
vides that whew property subject to taxa-
tion is withheld, overlooked, or for any
other cause is not listed and assessed, the
county treasurcr shall  when  apprised
thereof, at any time within five yveara from
the date at which time the asgessment
ghould have been made, demand of the
owner of the property the amount of the
tax, together with 6 per cent Interest
thereon, from the time the taxes would
have bhecoms due and payable had the
property been listed and assessed, and
upon fallure to pay the sum within thirty
days, wilth nll accrued interest, he shall
cause gult to he brought In the name of
the treasurer for the use of the proper
county, to he prosscuted by the county at-
tarney or such other person as the hoard
of supervisers may appoint, and when
such property has been fraudulently with-
held from aesesament there shall be added
to the sum found to be due a pennlty of
40 per cent on the amount, which shall be
Included In the judgment.

The first question considered by the court
waa whether or not this section of the
code confers upon the treasurer authority
to make an nssessment. He says that it 1s
perhaps true that sueh authority in express
langunge s not conferred. If this statute
I8 to be sublected to a strlct construction
and confined to the exact letter of the law
it may be that such power |s not conferred,
but the court holds that the language ought
to he 8o construed ns to give effect to the
obvious Intentlon and meaning of the leg-
Islature, rather than to defeat Lthat intention
by a ton strict adherence to the letter. He
holds that the statute in question does not
impose a tax on the property. but that
that burden s Imposed by other slatutes.
From the language of the section the ecourt
finds that the leglslature Intended to Impose
upon the treasurer o duty, It makes it his
duty to demand the payment of the amount
Aue upon the property. Al laws neceasarily
bear with them all the powers or Incldents
necessary to fully earry out thelr Intention,
It is clear that the treasurer cacnot make
demands of the smount the property should
have been taxed without first ascertalning
and fixing an the basls of such demand the
vulue of the omitted property. This means
that he must ssscss the omitted property,
for an assessment (s nothing more or less
than determining the taxable value of prop-

erty. This sectlon means this or |t means
nothing, is the decluration of the court.
Relative to the constitutionality of the

law, which was cailed Into question because
no method of giving notlee of the assess.
ment Is provided, the court says that It
must be conoeded that an opportunity for
hearing Is essential to the validity of an
assessment, but it is not essential that
such opportunity bhe provided prior to the
act of making the mssesament. It Is suf-
clent If given at como stage of the pre-
ceedings and hefore ‘he assessment he-
comes a fixed charge against the property

The court alss passed on the constitu-
tionality of the law with reference to jts
bring class legislation. It has been con-
tended that it provided for entering a judg-
ment sgninat the taxpayer which might not
only take the property In this state, but
property in other states not suhbject to
taxation in this. The court holds that 1t
15 made the duty of every taxpayer to lint
his property and pay his taxes, and If he
neglects to do so he cannot complain If
he is Iaft to the “doom" of (he treasurer
and the court,

In coneclusion the court held that the act
of 1807 was not retroactive and that the
Ansensment could not be made bhack of that
time,

RESPONSIBILITY FOR THE DONDS,
Recelvers of Pank and Clerk of Conrt
Allke Evade It
The clerk of the district eourt has a
batch of trouble of his own. When the
claims of the preferred creditors of the
defunct OMcer & TPusey bank were first
allowed the court permitted them to draw
but 25 per c¢ent of the mmount, that belng
the sum of the first dividend to general
creditors, the remaining 75 per cent being
| held for six months to allaw for the possi-
| ble conlingency of appeal and  reversal,
Later the court held that upon fling a bond
'n twice the sum of the remaining 75 per
cent a glven preferred creditor might re-
ceive the palance of his clalm, 1t was con-
tomplated that these bonde should be ap-
proved vy the receivers, but they have re-
tused the responsibility and referred the
clalmanta to the clerk of the court and

now he Is also unwilling to pass on the
bonds.

PERKINS YIELDS TO CONGER

Announces His Withdrawal from
tiovernorahip Conteat in Favor
of Retnrning Miniater,

—
